Here in the Salford An Gallery w* haw atwrnipred to show, by means 
of this "street”, aspects of Salford Life and history over die 17th., tBlh and 
19th Centuries. Hie itmt lUnds on the site of [.ark Hill Mansion in which 
iht Art Gallery, Museum and Library were founded in 1B49, The matuirm 
waj built about T79C by a CIutuEM-J James Ackers wlio was Colonel (if the 
Manchester and Salford Volunteers during the war with Napoleonic 
France, 

NUMBER 5 u the shop of Jnhn Hamer, Chemist and Drugget, Hamer 
tout over the chemist’* shop opposite Pendleton Chutdi in 1S60. The 
present shop of Hamw and Lewis is owned hy Mr. Iheodore Cms who has 
giwn many of the exhibits hen:. In the window arc shown boxes of f MC 
ache pills* com plasters;, a tongue Bcraper, Balsamic Plasters ("At used in the 
Smtari Hospital” where Fiona** Nightingale did some nf her finest wtufc). 
The pyramid of crystal* and the glass carboy filler! with coloured water were 
part uf tire normal 1 windaw-diesaLiift-cuirt. advertising at one lime to be seen 
in all chemists' windows. Alsu shown in the shop are jun and bottles from 
the shop of Newbold Stanyer who practised ax a herbalist in Elfor Street, 
Salford. At the hack of ibeshup b shown a set of blue and pink unguent jars 
which have been tern lay Messrs. J. WaJlworkof Tyldesley where John Hamer 
went 10 live after his retirement. The dock inside the shop was made in 
Salford by die firm nf Runyan fit Gardner of Chapel Street about 

Next door 10 the chemist's is the COTTON MILL of Sir Elknnah. 
Anmtage, Fustian, Tick and Nankeen Manufacturer. The mechanical 
power loom, which dates from about 1880, was presented hy the present 
Armitage firm. Cotton printing is represented by the wooden Idocks on the 
right, presented by Messrs. J. &, J, M, Worrall uf Gndsalt Lane, Salford, 
On shelves and in the buffalo-hide skip a™ shown bobbins, shuttles and 
hanks of cotton which might ljo found in any cotton, mill from the iflth 
Omiury up tr> the present day. 

The house at NUMBER 3 is a reconstruction of a two-roomed cottage 
hi ii)t about tiie middle <>r die icjrth Century. SucEi house* had no iftfl ina 
water supply or sanitation. For water the occupier depended on, a com- 
munal pump which served anything up to aoo families. One privy, usually 
(A ill*: bucket type, was often shared by twelve or more huiLiehotds. The 
cottage comprised a ground floor room in which Lht family ale. cooked and 
washed idothes, and a single bedroom above for the whole family, reached 
by means of a plank ladder. The iron fireplace is of aWut 1840 and has an 
aveu mi one side and a water boiler on the other. Above die fireplace hangs

Leaning 
a^aLosi l>ut dagger's shop is a tnocker'a-up auet used to waken mill worker* 
before the days of cheap alarm docks. AgjLLnar the pawnbroker^ shop Leana 
a lampiiglurj-'i itui which was fitted with a am&EL flare at the top for lighting 
street gai lamps. Also on show is a east iron pillar bo*, made in a 81$ for 
Lichfield Street, Northampton, Lt is an simple of the first type of public
